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says “As we study the runic word-forms we can almost 
hear sounds changing,” and anyone who has not ac- 
quired a loathing for historical linguistics and knows 
something about the history of English will find this 
to be so. Another highly useful section, which should 
appeal to anyone with an interest in writing systems, 
is a judicious presentation of comparative tables of 
various futharks and the careful discussion of the 
growth and changes in the system from the sixth to 
the fourteenth century. 

In this careful and basic study it is hard to find 
anything worth carping at; my only complaint is that 
it is irritating to find several references to the Bew 
castle inscription, and no transcription of it. But this 
complaint shows only how the book impels one towards 
further study. An excellent bibliography is furnished 
to make this easy.

Catherine B. i, editor, The New Century 
Classical Handbook. ew York, Appleton-Century- 
Shey Inc., 1962. Pp. xiii, 1162: 103 illustrations. 


An addition to the all too scarce available handbooks 
to the classical literatures and antiquities is likely to be 
very welcome—particularly with an editor as capable as 
Miss Catherine B. Avery and an editorial consultant of 
the stature of Professor Jotham Johnson, of New York 
University and Washington Square College. There is a 
brisk and fresh appearance to the new volume that will 
make it at once appealing. The type is sufficiently large, 
clear, and decisive; the spacings between line and line 
are generous and eye-saving; the illustrations are well 
presented and pertinent. 

Naturally, with the great accumulated knowledge of 
classical literature and antiquities, a classical handbook 
must be selective. Perhaps one may say that the pres- 
ent volume is especially effective in persons and places. 
There is, of course, a treatment of “drama” but not, 
for example, separately, of “lyric poetry.” Almost six 
columns are allotted to “Helen,” though less than a 
column to ‘“Homer’—but one must note the generous 
individual treatments of “Iliad” and “Odyssey.” Under 
“Numa” (pp. 757-758), both the Salii and the Fetiales 
are mentioned; the “Salii” receive separate treatment, 
but the “Fetiales” do not. Similarly, the “Villanovans” 
are dealt with, but there is no separate ‘“Terramara” 
entry. “Flamen quirinales” (p. 758) is an obvious 
error. Many readers would have been happier, one may 
venture to suggest, at a regular use of “Gaius” rather 
than “Caius.” And surely (p. 752) an English penulti- 
mate rather than antepenultimate accent could 
maintained for “Hipponicus (hi-pén i-kus).” 

To be sure, no book of the ambitious scope of the 
volume under consideration will in all details please all. 
Once again one turns to general impressions and first 
reactions, and these are enthusiastic, indeed. Particu- 
larly worthy of note is the intensive effort to insure a 
reasonable pronunciation of the proper names and dis- 
tinctive common nouns, in English. The bottom-page 
key to pronunciation, running throughout the volume, 
is a very happy addition.
